The closest prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

A frequency synthesizer, in which calibration mode locks coarsely a VCO into limited 
number of discrete frequency steps within a predetermined frequency tolerance of a reference 
frequency by resetting and holding a dc control voltage in a coarse phase-locked loop, and 
analog mode starts with the dc control voltage reset and held during the calibration mode for fine 
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adjustment of the VCO frequency to lock with the reference frequency in a fine phase-locked 
loop, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, as called for in claim 1 .
